HE WAS CRAZED BY LOVE, 


A Terrible Tragedy Enacted Early This Morning at 


John Anson’s Home on Hickory Street. 


Casper F. Olispy, a Rejected Suitor, Makes Good His 
Bloody Threat and Shoots Four People 
and Then Suicides. 


John Anson, the Father of Clispy’s Sweetheart, Dead, and a 
Younger Sister of the Girl Fatally Wounded. 


Mary Anson, the Girl Clispy Loved, Escapes With but Slight Injuries—Michael 
Anson, a Younger Brother, Also Injured—Clispy Had Made Threats as to 
What He Would Do, and Armed With Two Revolvers Carried Them 
Out With Terrible Success—Stories of the Tragedy Told by the Survivors 
—Michael Anson’s Struggle With the Murderer—But Two of the Shots 
Fired Fail of Their Mission, and One of Those at Mrs. Anson—Mrs. 
Shine, Mother of the Murderer and Suicide, Tells of His Infatuation for 
Mary Anson—His Last Night on Earth—Was He a Victim of the Opium 
Habit?—Clispy’s Body at the Morgue—The Inquest. 


Caspar Clispy, a machinist, employed in 
the Missouri Pacific Railway shops at Ewing 
avenue, this morning shot Mary Anson, her 
father, John Anson, her sister, Agnes Anson, 
her brother, Michael Anson, and then up- 
propri ately killed himself. 

John Anson died about noon,and it is feared 
Agnes cannot live. Mary's wound, while | 
painful, is not serious and Michael received 
but a scratch wound. | 

The shooting occurred in the basement of 
the Anson home, 31% Hickory street, at 6:20 
o’olock. The family was seated at 
breakfast when Clispy entered the base- 
ment with a revolver in either hand. 
He shouted the one word, Now, and fred. 
It is net known at whom he fired first, but it 
presumed that his first shot was directed at 
Mr. Anson, who sat at the head of the tabie. 
The ball struck Mr. Anson on the left side of 
the head, inflicting a ghastly wound. He fell, 
but the murderous fire continued. In quick 
succession Clispy fired 7 

THREE MORE SHOTS, 


Mary. 

Michael rose from his seat at the first fire 
and ran toward Clispy. He struck one arm 
of the murderer as a shot was fired, and it was 
probably that shot which was aimed 
at Mrs. Anson, for she was not 
The... boy . grappled with Clispy,. 
who fired athim. The ball grazed a knuckie 
of Michael’s right hand and lifted the skin of 
his wrist, but did not otherwise injure him. 

Then Clispy turnea and ran from the base- 
ment up the stairway to the back porch. 
Maggie Anson threw a revolver he had dropped 
after nim. It fell short and Michael, who 


was in pursuit, pitked itup. As he reached 
the porch Michael lifted the revolver to hurl 
itatClispy, but at that moment the latter 
ee 2 the other revolver against his own 

ead, fired and fell back dying. A few con- 
tortions and he was dead. A new trial was 
not necessary in his case. 

The shots created great excitement in the 
neighborhood, and in a few minutes the house 
and yard was filled with anxious inguirers. 
The police were quickly summoned, and ina 
patrol wagon the body of Clispy was taken 
away. 

Entering the basement the neighbors saw a 
terrible sight. Mr. Anson lay upon the floor 
bleeding profusely. Over him his devoted 
wife was bending, half crazed by

dozén volunteers took the task from him. Dr. 
Pirtle was quickly summoned. The girls, 
Agnes and Mary, were removed to a bed-room 
onthe first floor, and Mr. Anson was also 
taken up-stairs and laid upon a bed. 

Dr. Pirtle did what he could for the jfather, 
but seeing little or no hope of his recovery 
turned his attention to the two girls. Dr. 
Fultz was summoned to assist him, and on his 
arrival they decided to send for Dr. Mudd, 
who arrived about 9:30. 7 

Agnes’ condition was almost as serious as 
her father’s. The bailhad entered the head 
at e point about two inches above the left end 
of the left eyebrow, and was still in her brain. 
From the wound the brain oozed. The doc- 
tors yy there was a chance to save her 
and decided on an operation for the removal 
of the ball. 

op ay wound was slight in comparison. She 
had also been shot in the head, the ball strik- 
ing her forehead a little to the right ofthe 
center and ranging round the skull. It was 
but a scalp wound and the shock from which 
she suffered. 

THE WOUND WAS DRESSED, 
and she lay upon a bed near that of her 
sister watching the doctors at their work. 
She was stunned when the shot struck her, 
but recovered consciousness 8 an d 
even an opiate failed to do more than slightly

Maggie Mary, aged 20; Lily, Agn 
Michael and Theresa.

Mrs. Shine refused to say anything more. 
She was asked regarding the truth of the 
statement that her son was an opium eater. 
She innignaptly denied it. She said that her 
son occasionally drank liquor but used no 
other stimulant. 

THE INQUEST. 

Coroner Frank will boid the inquest to-mor- 
row morning. Mrs. Shine wanted the matter 
attended to to-day. She sald she wanted to 
bury her son as soon as possible. Coroner 
Frank held, however, that one or more of the 
victims might die monger the day. This would 
make the case one of murder, and would 
necesitate a second examination should the 
a be held to-day. Dr. Charles A. Frank 
will probably hold a post-mortem examina- 
tion on the body of Clispy late this afternoon. 

At2o’clock this afternoon a friend of the 
family. of Mr. Anson called to see Coroner 
Frank in regard tothe inquest in the case of 
the murdered man. Dr. Frank was not in 
at the time, but Deputy Coroner 
Mels told him that the inquest would be held 
to-morrow morning at 10 o’clock. The friend, 
who refused to give his namé, said that when 


he left the patients half an hour before,

that the younger victim could not live until 
morning. 


Mary Anson’s Story.

Clispy was 
crazy this morning when he entered the base- 
ment, she says, his looks were wild and his 
dress disheveled. She heard him speak but 
the one word, Now!“ 

What ground Mr. Anson had for the charge 
that C 4! was a morphine eater is not 
known. Ifheformed his opinion from the

Morgue Keeper Praedicow noted the 
cojor and reroarked it even at 
the first lance.

CLISPY’S AIM 
was true and terrible. It was first announced 
that but five shots were fired. This is 
the nearest neighbors heard. 
They were wrong, however. At least 
six and perhaps seven balis were fired. 
Clispy used two weapons. One was a 38-call- 
ber revolver. It was from this weapon that 
he fired the first three or four shots. It was a 
88-caliber ball which struck Anson at the base 
of the brain, Mary in the forehead and Agnes 
in the temple. 

8 dropped the larger weapon and used 
a 22-caliber revolver to take his own life. Three 
small balls pierced his brain. One chamber 
in each of the weapons was stil! loaded when 
the revolvers were taken up by Patrolman 
Nicholson.

Agnes Anson Will Die. 


The three doctors, Mudd, Pirtle and Fultz, 
probed for the bullet in Agnes’ head. They 
concluded the operation shortly before the 
death of John Anson. As they emerged from 
the room a Posr- DISPATCH reporter asked Dr. 
Mudd the result of the operation. 

„There was no result, he sald. We did 
not find the bullet. The girl will die.

My Anson Prostrated. 


Mrs. Anson is lying ina very precarious 
condition in adarkened room inthe house 
and it is feared that hermind is affected 
with the terrible shock.

soothing draught so as to put her to sleep. 
Her condition is said to be very serious. 


The Murderer’s Effects. 


Clispy had very little property on him. 
Patrolman Nicholson, whe searched him, 
found a gold hunting-case watch, Elgin move- 
ment, a pair of gloves, a pair of black velvet 


ear muffs, three keys, an old iron handle I. 
X. L. knife, with one good and one broken 
blade, a red cotton handkerchief, and 
the two revolvers with which he did 
his bloody work. The watch is a 
cheap-looking affair, and is probably a 
filled case. Inside the conse is stamped the 
words Brooklyn Eagle, and an eagle un- 
derneath, and the time- piece may have been 
some prize given by the Brooklyn Eagle news- 
—— The gloves are of black leather, in 
mitation of dog akin, have black fur tops 
and are lined with Canton flannel, being 
rather well worn. One ot the revolvers is a 
38-caliber American buli-dog and the other is 
a 2-caiiber Defender. Both are five- 
shooters and four of the five 
shells in each have been discharged. 
No letters or documents of any kind are 
among the property turned over to the Ooro- 
ner by the police this morning. In tact there 
was nothing among his effects which was 
valculated to throw any lightonthe tragedy. 


Clispy’s Home and Habits. 


Clispy has resided for the past three months 
at No. 1930½ Division street, making his home 
with his mother, Mrs. Shine, and his sister. 
His mother is divorced from her second hus- 


band. She is said to possess some means, but 
is a very frugal woman. Clispy, it is said, did 
not help support the house, merely being 
required to pay his board. His mother has a 
farm near Pacific, Mo., from which she de- 
rives an income sufficient to support her. Her 
son was somewhat higher in his notions than 
his mother and when they resided at 1314 Bid- 
dle street in the rear he was conséantly at her 
to move to a house onthe front ofa street. 
He was always fond of ladies“ 
society and was constantly bringing the 
young men in the neighborhood 

o see some of his lady friends or sweethearts. 
It is said that he was in the habit of endeavor- 
ing to make people believe that his mother 
Was a very wealthy woman. hen they re- 
sided on Biddle street he was known almost 
together by the name — Shine, bis mother’s

The Morbidly Curious. 


It was rather early when the rumors on- 
cerning the tragedy first circulated in the yvi- 
cinity ot the Four Courts. Quite a number of 
the most curious were in waiting before the 


Morgue door when the body arrived. For fully 
an hour after the pale corpse was wheeled into 
the outer yard the erowd pushed to the win- 
dows and peered into the office door. They 
wanted to see the body. Morgue Keeper 
Praedico refused, however, to 
their unnatural cravings. locked 
the door behind him when he entered the 
Morgue and refused emphatically to allow any 
disinterested person to enter.

WASHINGTON, D. O., Dec 7.—There promises 
to bea lively time overthe Macon postmas- 
tership. The papers in the case were all 
made up at the Post-office Department pre- 


paratory to being forwarded for appointment, 
and the 22 agreed upon for the office 
was H. S. Glaze, a prominent citizen and re- 
tired merchant. s most formidable ad- 
vVersary to Mr. Glaze was Judge Chas. 
P. Hess, a leading attorney of Macon and del 
egate to the Chicago Convention. Having 
heard that he had been laid aside to the pre- 
ference of Mr. Glase, Judge Hess jurried on 
to the capitalto inquire into the matter and 
arrived here just as Assistant Postmaster- 
General Clarkson was about to leave for 
Chicago and failed to see him. Judge Hess 
then made a hurried ezamination of the 
case and learned that the Rev. Mr. Geiser 
and others of his city had made charges 
against him as the representative of the liquor 
element of Macon, The dudge stated that he 
was employed asan attorney and received a 
— fee to overthrow the local option laws of 

acon, which he succeeded in doing; that 
Mr. Geiser is an _ itinerant 
and temperance worker ho had been 
disappointed at the Judge’s success; that 
since the law was overturned by him the city 
had been more than properous, its revenues 
establishing an electric light plant and other 
improvements as a result of iis work; that he 
does not care for the office but he would not 
permit a man like Geiser to smirch bis 
character. The Judge filed a number of 
letters in support of his defense 
and bad the papers in the Macon 
post-office case held up for the present. He 
states that he is indorsed by Maj. Worner, the 
St. Louis delegation in Congress and other 
leading men. Maj. Brock comes in for a part 
of his criticism from the fact that he sup- 
ported Mr. Glaze. 

Ex-Congressman T. M. Rice of Boonville 1s 
here to see if some kind of settlement cannot 
be had in the Sedalia Post-office contest.

Silcott as a Forger. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 7.—Mr. Leedom 
has been gathering some additional facts 
bearing on the defalcation of Cashier Silcott. 
There has been a good deal of speculation as 


to why Sileott took up anumber of notes at 
the National Metropolitan Bank last week, 
just before he disappeared. Mr. Leedom has 
just secured an explanation, which is to the 
effect thatthe cashier forged the names of 
members of the House and other persons to no 
less than thirty-five notes aggregating $14,500, 
and it was these notes which he took up No- 
vember 27. It is Mr. Leedom’s theory that 
Silcott’s object in paying out this large sum of 
money which he might just as well have car- 
rled off was to avoid extradition. After ex- 
aminhing Mr. Ballantyne, the paying-teller of 
the Sergeant-at- Arms’ office, as fo the method 
of doing business in the office, this morning, 
the especial committee of investigation turned 
its attention to that branch of the question. 
Careful examination will be made of tbe 
notes, and it isthe opinion of several mem- 
bers ofthe committee, who have some legal 
reputation, that it they turn out to be forged 
then Silcott may still be extradited, provid- 
ing eufficient proof-upon that point is obtain- 
able, . his precaution in tak - 
ing up and presumably destroying the notes. 
Then, too, Mr. Leedom states that Silcott 
made off with some ot his personal funds, 
which, if true, will place him fairly within the 
grasp of the extradition laws.

Viewlog the Bier — Many Cities of the 
south in Mourning—The Mayor of New 
Orleans Notifies the War Department— 
Memorial Meetings—Date of the Funeral. 


New ORLEANS, La., Dec. 7.—The remains of 
jefferson Davis are lying in state in the coun- 


| oil Chamber at the City Hall. The coffin rests 


upon a catafalque and is devoid of much orna- 
mentation. The casket has a silver plate 
upon which is thé simple inscription: 


JEFFERSON DAVIS, 
AT Rxer, 
“Died Dec, 6, 1889. 
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Badges of the Confederate associations, the 
flag the Washington Artillery carried through 
the war and a bunch of wheat and a pair of 
crossed Spanish daggers, as the plant is 
termed, fastened together wien purple rib- 
bons are the only ornaments. The desks of 
the Mayor and clerks have been obvered over 
and turned into a platform which is the re- 
ceptacie for floral offerings. The room is 
darkened and is lit up by clusters of electric 
lights, their brilliancy being dimmed by the 
gable drapery. Soldiers in unitorm stand 
guard, stacks of arms and cannon fill the cor- 
ners of the chamber and all around the walls 
are rows of plants and shrubbery, forming a 
beautiful contrast. 

Since early morning people have been pour- 
ing into obtain a last look at the dead. No 
crowding is allowed and the visitors are filed 
through the room in regular column. All 
classes are represented in the procession by 
the bier. The number of colored people is 
marked. Mourning is general and every 
place of prominence in the city has put on 
mourning. 

The noteworthy event this morning was a 
telegram sent by Mayor Shakespeare to Secre- 


tary of War Proctor, officially notifying him 
of the death of ex-Secretary Davis and the 
date ofthe funeral. 


Mobile in Mourning. 


Mors. Ala., Dec. 7.—Upon receipt of the 
news of the death of Jefferson Davis the citi- 
zens began draping their houses in mourning. 
The Probate Court was closed as a token of 


respect to the deceased. The officers of the 
First Regiment of Alabama State troops met 
last night. The Colonel stated that he ordered 
the flag of the regiment placed at half mast on 
the Armory. 

The following general order was issued: 

The great captain of the Southern forces 
in war, the life long citizen in peace, has 
answered ‘Here!’ tohisname on the final 
roll call. The soldiers of this command, their 
fathers and brothers, followed the stars and 
bars he made world famous, to the cannon’s 
mouth, folded it sadly when their roar was 
stilled forever and went to peaceful avoca- 
tions. Sodid their leader. To-day all that is 
mortal of him is gone. his spiritis with God, 
his name with fame. The flag of this regiment 
will be floated at haif mast until the obeequies 
are over, and the officers of this command 
will wear mourning on their uniforms for 
thirty days.

The Republic’s. Decree. 


LISBON, Dec, 7.—The Republican Govern- 
ment of Brazil issued a decree on November 
15 containing eleven articles. It proclaimed a 
provisional Federate Republic. The United 
Provinces of Brazil will form the confedera- 
tion and will elect its deliberative 


bodies and local government, Until 
the election of new legislatures the 
provisional government will govern the 
country. The Federal State Government will 
immediately adopt steps to secure order and 
the liberty of citizens of Brazil and foreign 
residents. Where the means to maintain 
order are not sufficient, the authori- 
tles can appeal to the ubile forces. 
The Federal Government being proclaimed 
no other form of Government will be recog- 
nized until the nation qxpresses its wishes by 
popular suffrage in this respect. The army and 
navy will be subject exclusively to the order 
of the Provisional Government or the Pro- 
vincial representatives. The civiland military 
officials will be subordinate the 

central Government. Rio Janeiro is consti-,, 
tuted the provisional capital of the confeder- 

ation. The Secretaries of State of the Provin- 

cial Government are charged with the execu- 

tion of the decree. 

The decree is signed Gen. ga Fonseca, Presi- 
dent; Loba, Minister of the Interior; Barposa, 
Minister of Finance; socayusa, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs; Constant, Minister of War, 
and Vanderholtz, Minister of Marine.

Four Lives Lost and Many Workmen gert 
ously Injured—Vessels at the Landing 
Floated to Places of Safety Over 6800, 
000 Worth of Property Consumed. 


NEw Tonk, Dec. 7.—A fire broke out at the 
river end of the National Steamship Pier No. 
39, North River, shortly before 2 0’ clock this 
afternoon.

While they. were thus working foreman 


John Dunn discovered fire among a number 


of bales of cotton near the end of the pier. 
About twenty-five men were at work near 
this spot. Some of them remained to assist in 
putting out the flames, the others fleeing 
to the street. Those who stayed behind were 
badly burned. It is hoped that they all 
got ont. At the present writing no count 
has been made and it is possible that some of 
the men were caught in the flames and could 
not escape.

The pier is 
600 feet long, and the frame and roof were 
built principally of sheet iron. It cost $200,- 
000, and was owned by the steamship com- 
pany. The company had just completed im- 
provements at a cost of $30,000. 

3:15 p. m.—It is now considered cer tain that 
at least four men lost their lives. The dead 
wagon has been summoned. 

3:30 p. m.—Four bodies have been recoverad 
from the ruins. They are not identified. The 
pay-roll and money of the employes have been 
totally destroyed. 


HE FAILED TO SIGNAL. 


A Brakeman’s Neglect Causes a Serious Col- 
lision—Casualtics. 


DUBUQUE, Io., Dec. 7.—Two freight trains 
came together, head on, yesterday, near Du- 
range, a little station on the Chicago, St. 
Paul & Kansas City road. Conductor Berrv of 


St. Paul and Fireman John Hickey of this 
city were instantly killed. Conductor Berry 
was literally ground to pieces. Ten car loads 
of freight in transit were scattered along the 
tracks. One freight baa orders to wait at 
Durange for the other to pass. Three of the 
four sections into which the latter was divided 
went by in safety. The fourth was supposed 
to be some distance away. The waiting train 
was — * beyond a sharp. curve.

The Collision at Dune Park, Iud. 


CHESTERTON, Ind., Dec. 7.—The New York 
limited express, west-bound over the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern Railroad, was 
wrecked at Dune Park, a sand-shipping sta, 


tion, thirty-five miles east of Chicago, last 
evening at 8 o’clock. The accident was 
caused by a misplaced switch, which threw 
the passenger train into a train of empty sand 
oars standing on the side track. On striking 
the switch the engineer reversed his engine 
and put on the brakes,but as the train was go- 
ing at the rate of forty miles an hour and the 
cars were but a few rods from the 
switch, he was unable to avoid the crash. 
The train consisted of one baggage car, two 
coaches, two sleepers and a chair car. The 
locomotive was thrown across the main track, 
and is totally wrecked, the three front cars 
being crushed to pieces. It is little less than 
a miracle that the passengers escaped serious 
injury. Asit was one railroad employe was 
fatally hurt, two others sustaining serious in- 
jury.“ The names are as follows: 

George Wilson, fireman, left arm cut off just 
below the shoulder, and died three hours 
after the accident. 

O. O. Harris, conductor of Elkhart, severely 
cut about the head and arms, and sprained 
between the shoulders. 

A. M. Beckett, engineer, Elkhart, arm and 
face badly hurt. 

When the collision occurred a number of 
the passengers were thrown from their seats, 
but beyond a few slight bruises none were 
hurt. They were all placed in the two un- 
injured coaches and brought to this place, 
when they proceeded over the Michigan 
Central.

THE GREAT EASTERN’S END. 


The Largest Ship in the Worid Broken Up 
for Old Iron. 


From the London Graphic. 

We have so often been called upon in past 
years to announce the fast, and the very last, 
and poitively the very last of this magnificent 
but generally useless ship, which has lingered 
on through an obscure and profitiess existence 
since her single voyages to New York, New 
Orleans andgMelbourne proved a commercial 
failure, thatthe stranded hull on the Mersey 
shore, ready to be broken up for a few thou- 


sand pounds’ worth of the old fron, may 
seem but a reminiscence of the fate repeatedly 
declared to be imminent and commonly be- 
lieved to be past. 

It is 80 years since she first put out to sea 
from the Thames, and her — down the 
channel was marred by ashocking disaster— 
from the blow-upof her steam apparatus 
which cost ten lives. But the laborious efforts 
to launch this enormous Levathan, as she was 
at first called,in 1857, from Mr. Scott- Russell’s 
building yard at Millwall, hac been ommous 
of ill-success. Men were killed by the break- 
ing of = gees attached to hydraulic engines 
that slowly pushed her, broadside on, into the 
comparatively narrow river, and Mr. Brunel, 
the eminent engineer, dying a few days 
afterward, was thought to be a victim of 
sore anxiety and severe disappointment. 

One serviceabie and - honorable orm- 
ance, the laying of an Atlantic telegraph 
cable in 1866, is set down to the credit of the 
Great Eastern, but experience has shown that 
vessels of moderate size can do such work 
just as well. It is a sad chapter-in the his- 
tory of marine architeeture, and some people 
must have lost at one time and another nearly 
a million sterling altogether by this immense 
mistake. The Great Eastern might, perhaps. 
have been converted into a very commodious 
floating hotel, moored in some tranquil bay: 
she could never have been a geod sea-going 
ship, or competed in speed, comfoft or safety 
with the admirable ‘‘liners’’ of recent con- 
struction. Her engines, indeed, were man- 
festly of insufficient power, and she rolled 
greviously fer lack of keel.

Exhibition of a Machine With a Capacity of 
50,000 Cans a Day.

Lisbon, Dec. 7.— The steamer Alagoas, with 
ex-Emperor Dom Pedro of Brazil and party 
on board, and flying the old Brazilian flag, 
arrived in the Tagus at 10:15 o’clock this 
morning. She anchored off Belem, a suburb 
of Lisbon, opposite the Lazareétto, but was not 
compelled to undergo quarantine. Dom 
Pedro, the ex- Emperor, the Caqunt and 
Countess d Eu, son-in-law and daughter ree 


2 
Dom Pedro. 
41 of the ex- Emperor, the three sons 
of the Count and Countess and Prince August 
of Saxe-Coburg, the other son-in-law of Dom 
Pedro, came ashore immediately. 

Dom Pedro and party landed atthe Naval 
Arsenal. Before they left the steamer she 
was boarded by King Carlos who extended a 
Warm welcome to the ex-Emperor. Dom 
Pedro is in excellent spirits and appears not 
to have suffered by the recent events in 
Brazil. It is sald that he intends to issue a 
manifesto to the Brazilian people. 

Baron de Loreto, who was the last Minister 
of the Interior under. Dom Pedro, was also 
aboard af the Alagoas. 

THE REVOLUTION. 

It is learded from interviews with members 
of Dom Pedro’s party that he and his family 
were at his summer residence at Petropolis 
near Rio Janeiro when the revolution 
occurred. Upon learning of what had hap- 
oo. he at once returned to Rio Janeiro and 

eld a moeting of his Ministers and Counsel 
lors of State. He tried to form a new Ministry 
with Senor Sarawa at its head, but to this 
Gen. Da Fonseca objected, saying 
that a Republic had been de- 
clared and was supported by the 
military; that the presence of the Imperial 
family in Brazil was incompatible with the 
existing state of affairs and that they must 
soon leave the country. The Emperor, after 
consulting with his friends, decided to agree 
to the demands of the Republicans. No com- 
munications were allowed to pass between 
Dom Pedro and the foreign representatives. 
At 2 o’clock the following morning Maj. 
Tompofses with a detachment of soldiers 
went to the palace and placed the members of 
the Imperial family under arrest while they 
were still in bea. 

EXILED IN THE NIGHT. 

The Minister bore written orders from Gen, 
Da Fonseca that the Emperor and his family 
should embark forthwith. The. Government 
would not allow them to wait until daylight, 
as they feared that any demonstration in the 
streets in favor of Dom Pedro might result in 
bioodshed. This measure was considered 
doubly necessary by the Republican leaders, 
as the students in the city were well supplied 
with arms and were greatly excited. Count 
d' Eu and his wife, Princess Isabel, the 
Emperor’s daughterand their children were 
compelled to leave the palace at 
8 o’clock Sunday morning and walk to the 
— 4 Dom Pedro and the Empress followed 
them immediately in acarriage under escort 
ota body oftroops. The imperial party em- 
barked on a steam launch and were taken toa 
mar-of-war, which immediately proceeded to 
La Grande, an island sixty-eight miles from 
Rio Janeiro, where the party were kept as 
prisoners until the afternoon, when they 
were transferred to the Alageas. The latter 
vessel at once sailed for Lisbon. The iron- 
clad Riachuele accompanied the Alagoas to 

revent the landing of the royal prisoners at 

abia or any other Brazilian port. 

As the Riachuele could steam only six knots 
an hour the progress of the Alagoas was 
greatly retarded.

Upon our arrival 
there, though the sea was rough, we were 
transferred in small boats to the 
Alagoas. The Empress was agitated and 
wept continually. er hands and wrists were 
hurt as sbelwas being hauled on board the 
Alagoas. I myself was deeply affected and 
spent the time watobing the coast as it grad- 
ually disappeared from view. When the shore 
line dropped below the horizon I let fly a car. 
rier pigeon bearing my farewell message to 
Brasil.

* THAT BULLION NOTE 

The advocates of Secretary WINDOM’s 
‘silver bullion certificates are taking the 
untenable ground that these certificates 
would be as acceptable as the silver dollar 
certificates, and would in fact be worth 
**100 vents in gold, whereas the present 
“silver certificates are worth only about 
“73 or 74 cents.“ 

This assertion coolly ignores the fact 
that the Windom proposition makes the 
bullion notes redeemable at the 
option. of the Government in sil- 
ver bullion, which is not money and 
not a legal tender for anything, or 
in those same ‘‘73-cent silver dollars,” 
at the option of the holder. How then can 
the bullion notes be more acceptable than 
the silver certificates? The onething that 
will best protect the credit-of the bullion 
certificates will be their convertibility on 
demand into the silver dollars which are 
by existing law madea legal tender for 
all debts, and as such the equivalent of 
gold coin. The materialina greenback 
is not worth 1 cent, but it is a legal tender 
everywhere inthe United States for its 
face value. A debtor seeking to stop the 
sacrifice of his property under execution 
has only tooffer the amount in green- 
backs. A banker or business man having 
to pay a draft by a certain hour or go into 
bankruptcy can save himself by offering 
the amount in greenbacks, not worth a 
cent as paper, or with silver dollars, 
worth only 73 cents as bullion. They are 
either as good as gold coins for that pur- 
pose, when Mr. WINDOM’s bullion notes 
would be utterly worthless. A dollar’s 
worth of silver bullion will not answer the 
same purpose and cannot have the same 
monetary value as 1 cent’s worth of paper 
in theform of a greenback, or 73 cents’ 
worth of silver in the form of a legal ten- 
der dollar.

Rags for Farmers. 


From the Philadelphia Record. 

It is worthy of observation that no woolen 
rags or shoddy is sent from this wealthy 
country to be made into clothing for the 
‘*pauper’’ populations of Europe. Not a 
pound of this vile refuse is exported. Under 
a tariff system which puts a prohibitory tax 
om fine foreign wools, rags and shoddy are 
materials of too much value in the home 
market’’ for exportation. While all the 
domestic rags are gathered up for manufactur- 
ing purposes, increasing quantities of foreign 
rags are coming into the country. 

The shoddy mills are kept busy in grinding 
up these trashy and vile materiais into cloth- 
ing stuffs for American farmers and mechan- 
icg, While the rich, luxurious and fashion- 
able can afford to payaduty of 89 or 90 per 
cent on the costly foreign fabrics of wool with 
which they lap their limbs, plain people must 
pay an “equivalent rate of tax on domestic 
products of which rags and shoddy constitute 
a prime material. 

In addition tothe domestic supply, nearly 
7,000,000 pounds of woolen rags, shoddy and 
waste were imported during the last nine 
months, or more than double the quantity of 
their importations during the corresponding 
period of 1888. Under a tariff system which 
taxes the finest fleeces of Australia andof the 
Argentine Republic to the point of prohibi- 
tion, this country is fast becoming the dump- 
ing ground of all the filthy rags of the uni- 
verse.

The project, from what has been said by those 
who have accidentally learned of it, is sure to 
meet with considerable opposition. The pro- 
ee acknowledge that there willbe some 

ndiguation on the part of Protestants and a 

eneral uprising of savings banks against the 
ounding of such an institution. The 
commercial banks and all the trust companies 
are expected to protest. And the railways 
too—and they will fight the hardest—are 
counted upon to object. But, say the pro- 
jectors:: What have wetofear? We have a 
charter granted by the State of New York, 
which is pronounced by the best legal talent 
to be good beyond question, we will ggg 2 
with all laws and we fear no : t 
the pulpits thunder and all o the 
worldly interests band together. The Uni- 
versal Association Bank & Trust Co, with 
the benediction of the Pope, will stand all as- 
saults, for it will have a capital at its com- 
mand that will be sure to make it eucceed.’’ 

THE INFLUBNCE IT WILL HAVE. 

Grave fears are expressed by some financiers 
at the establishment of a universal Catholic 
bank in America on account of the vast 
political as well as financial infiu- 
ence it will have. It is possibile, 
they claim, for it to gradually absorb the 
business of the entire country, and it is 
impossible to say what the ultimate result 
might be. The immediate effect of the insti- 
tution on Wall street is awaited with keen 
interest by those who have watched its prog- 
ress since spring. 

The charter under which the Universal 
Association expecta to act is owned by the 
Commercial Trust Co. It was obtained in 
Tweed's time of the Legislature and is very 
broad. The company that first obtained it 
was the Mutual Benefit,Life Policy Loan & Trust 
Co. It did just enough business to keep ites 
charter alive, and was succeeded in 1884 by the 
Commercial Trust Co., which has done about 
the same thing. It is understood that Col. 
Leybourne has an option on it, and so soon as 
the Board of American Directors ofthe Uni- 
versal Bank come together they will be sub- 
stituted for the Commercial Trust Oo.’s 
Directors and the name changed. 

Col. Leybourne arrived ip this city last 
March. It had been proposed to him to go to 
the Hoffman House and there to open a head- 
quarters, but instead of thattbe man witha 
$100, 000, 000 project * his brain sought a mod- 
est boarding- house Op town and with his wife 
occupied one room up several flights of stairs. 
This was done to get rid of hundreds of peo- 
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ple, many of whom soon after, in spite of this 


precaution, bothered the Colonel day and 
night. In short, he has been beset by rogues 
of every description, from the man after a big 
commission for doing nothing tothe oat and 
out bunco steerer, who knew him in Canada, 
which is about the only place in the world he 
has never set foot. It was here also that he first 
met that mysterious creation, a folding bed. 
After one had nearly shut him up lige a jack- 
knife in the dead uf night he believed itto be 
a wild animal and had it led out of his 
room. 80 far as the bank was con- 
cerned, notwithstanding the papal bene- 
diction in his pocket, the Colonel found that 
his troubies had just begun. In addition to 
the roguery which he met in this city there 
were intrigues going on in Rome which gave 
him and the gentiemen of this city who be- 
came engaged in the project with him many 
sisepless nights. What was being done in 
Rome was learned from letters of Sig. Curti to 
the Colonel. These letters were received 
while the Colonel and his advisers were mak- 
ing efforts to obtain a oharter for 
the international bank and arranging the 
preliminaries for founding that institution. 
Since March between twenty and thirty char- 
ters, special and general, granted by the State 
of New York to all sorte of financial institu- 
tions have been examined with an idea of get- 
ting one that would allow the proposed insti- 
tution to do such various kind@of business as 
its enormous capital would require it to do in 
order to make it successful. 
SELECTING AN ATTORNEY. 

One of the first acts of the projectors of the 
scheme in America was to select a capabie 
lawyer. The services of the very dest attor- 
neys inthe country were proposed, but still 
clinging tothe plan of working quietly Col. 
Leybourne said it would be better to pick out 
a young lawyer, ambitious, comparatively 
poor and of high reputation for honesty. The 
name of a well known young lawyer was 
suggested, and after Col. Leybourne had been 
satisfied that he possessed the neces- 
sary qualifications 6 proposition to become 
tne attorney for the Universal Bank was 
made to him. He looked into the matter ana 
accepted the retainer. He was paid a large 
sum of money in cash for his effort in secur- 
ing a charter and for the large amount of 
— work done in connection there - 
with. 

In the course of time Mr. Jos. F. Pool of the 
Produce Exchange offered for sale the 
charter of the Commercial Trust Co. of 
which he is President. It seemed to 
allow the privileges that the bank wanted 
and in fact was so extremely broad in its pro- 
visions that it became highly important to 
ascertain if such a charter was legally sound. 
Col. Bob Ingersoll at one time said that 
charter would almost allow a company to 
commit manslaughter. So favorably was he 
impressed with ite powers that Col. Leybourne 
dispatched his attorney to Albany to see if the 
charter was still n force. The attorney ob- 
tained from the Attorney General of the State 
a most favorable report, stating that 
the charter was in full force 
and legal in every respect. As soon 
as thie letter camefrom Attorney-Géneral 
W. F. Reed, negotiations for the purchase of 
the Commercial Trust charter began, several 
prominent lawyers having also given.their 
opinion that it was almost unlimited in its 

owers. Ex-State Superintendent of the 

ank Department Payne said: ‘‘The only 
thing to find ont is what it will not do.“ 
Finally Mr. Leybourne got at Mr. Pool and 
made a bargain with him to sell the charter 
for less than $40,000. 
' SCHEMING AT ROME, : 
Meantime, so runs the Herald’s story, there 
was much scheming at Rome by those who de- 
sired the proposed benediction upon similar 
enterprises in which they decided to be prom- 
ment.

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WHY DO THE POLICE REFUSE TO BREAK UP 
LOTTERY IN ST. LOUIS?; 


The Record of Every Department Shows 
That Duty Has Been Neglected and the 
Lettery Men Protected— Where the Fault 
Lies—The Lecal Lotteries Running Full 
Blast and No Attempt Made te Stop 
Them. 


HE lottery men held 
their regular meeting 
shortly after noon yes- 
terday and talked over 
the situation. They 
meet after the diaw- 
ings every day ia the 
Gown town resorts 
and make arrange- 
ments forthe drawings 
of next day. 

The three local lotteries are running wide 
open and the police are making no effort to 
close them up. Venders are selling their 
tickets as usual and the drawings take place 
with the reg ity of clock-work. The lot- 
tery men give no attention to the police. 
Evidently there is an understanding and they 
work harmoniously together. 

Rule 19 of the police manual requiresthe 
Chief to ‘‘see that all laws of the State and or- 
dinances of the city are enforced as far ks pos- 
sible by the force under his command, and all 
offenders reported to the proper tribunals for 
trial.’’ Ohief Huebler has not done this, nor 
has he made any effort to doit. He is the re- 
sponsible one. The rule of the board and 
that blanket order have both put the responsi- 
bility upon him and he has direct and absolute 
control of the men assigned to duty on lottery 
cases. He is perfectly familiar with the factthat 
three lotteries are run in the city, but yet, NOT 
ONE OF THE PROPRIETORS has been ar- 
rested. They are well known to the police 
and have been connected with illegitimate 
schemes ever since lottery was prohibited in 
this State, yet for years they have had the 
protection of the police while they have car- 
ried on an unlawful business. 

NO EARNEST PROSECUTIONS. 

But these are not the only men who have 
enjoyed suspicious immunity from punish- 
ment. Venders of tickets in lotteries run 
outside the city and the psendo editors who 
print advertisements of lotteries have had the 
same privileges extended to them. The po- 
lice say that they have arrested venders when- 
ever they have found them. That is either un- 
true or else they do not look for them, for any 
one who wanted tocould easily find them. 
The habit of the police has been to arrest a 
few of the smali venders often, and habitu- 
ally the Court of Orimiual Correction turned 
them loose. In thiswaya show was made, 
but within the last two years there has not 
been a single determined prosecution nor one 
penalty paid, either a fine or imprisonment, 
until the public demaad for the suppression of 
lottery aroused the sleeping officials. 
Since then there have been arrests, but 
not vet an honest prosecution. The shameful 
conduct of the police has been equaled by the 
Court of Criminal Correction, and the record 
is blurred with many a disgraceful entry. Not 
one solitary department of the big machine 
that is supported as a protection for the com- 
munity and a means for punishing criminals 
has moved, not a single officer has done his 
duty. The police have been 

WORSE THAN NEGLIGENT, 
and the lottery ringsters have not been inter- 
fered with. 

The Assistant Prosecuting Attorney HAS 
FAILED TO DO HIS DUTY, has seen crimes 
committed and refused to issue warrants un- 
til some one complained, and when they were 
demanded and issued they were so weak, ori- 
diculously weak that they would notetand in 
court. The court itself has given the lottery 
men every opportunity to escape, and when 
they have failed to take advan- 
tage of the chances offered they 
have been released from prison 
as soon as an order could be entered. Every- 
where the record isthe same, negligence and 
incapacity if nothing worse, butthe case of 
William Shaw is probably the most flagrant 
of them all. Shaw was convicted of running 
policy, and failing to pay the fine of $100 which 
was imposed, was sent to jail for six months. 
He served three days of his sentence, and 
then without any apparent cause or expiana- 
tion an order was entered releasing him from 


How do the courts e ot to enforce the 
law when convicted criminals are released 
almost as soon as the prison doors are closed 
on them? 

WHERE THE FAULT LIES. 

But the fault, the main and principal fault, 
lies with the police. They are ulred not 
only by the rules but by their oath and the 
order of the board to suppress lottery. 

This duty bas not been done and no attempt 
has been made to do it. There is no reason 
why the lottery men and the allles ot the lot- 
tery who print and circulate lottery advertise- 
ments should not be arrested and ‘‘reported 
to the proper tribunals for trial, but that 
they have not been is a fact that is now known 
to everybody. The police do not attempt to 
deny that they have been utterly inefficient. 
They simply sit down and refuse todo their 
duty. Such a plain and open refusal is sus- 
picious, and it raises the question whether 
they dare make a move against the lottery 
men, whether they are not in the power of the 
ringsters who are laughing at the police and 
the law, while they continue to growrich in 
their unlawful business at the expense of the 
poor and ignorant.

AFTER A LONG DELAY THE Law 18 FI- 
NALLY VINDIOATED. 


He Is Found Guilty of Stealing Joseph 
Samuels’ Overcoat and His Punishment 
Fixed at Two Years’ Imprisonment in 
the Penitentiary — The Other Charge 
Against Him Continued. 


The stirring up the Sherift’s office recolved 


manner in which they neglected their duty in 
the matter of subpmnaing witnesses in the 
‘case ot Robert Lee Norman, charged with 
stealing $1,434.50 from J.J. McNally, a pub- 
lisher, was the cause of bringing into court 
yesterday all the State’s witnesses except one, 
and she was sick in bed and sent down 
a physician’s certificate to that effect. At the 
calling ofthe case last Tuesday only three 
out of nine witnesses for the State answered 
their names and personal service had been 
obtained only on that many, despite the fact 
that they all had settled places of abode and 
were easily found. Officer Larry Kickham of 
the Circuit *Attorney’s office was then dis 
patched to bring in the witnesses. 

When the case was called yesterday morn- 
ing eight of the nine witnesses of the 
State were present. The only absenteé 
was Mre. McGowan, and a »physician’s 
certificate was furnished by her, stating that 
she was confined to ber bed, sick, and was 
unable to attend court. Officer Kickham 
found little difficulty in serving all the wit- 
nesses. In three days he accomplished more 
than the entire force of Sheriff Pohlman was 
able to do in a month. 

This ig the case in which a strange attempt 
apppars to have been made to save the de- 
fendant from conviction. Although the 
case was continued numerous times 
in the Court of Criminal Correction 
against the wishes and protests of the 
prosecuting witnesses, the continuances were 
all entered up as by consent except one, 
which was charged to the State. Nota con- 
tihuance was entered as having been teken by 
the defense. In the Criminal Court the.de- 
fense got two continuances, and last Tuesday 
the State had to lay the case over until yester- 
day, because the Sheriff’s office had neglected 
serving their witnesses with subpa@nas. The 
copies of the subponas made out in the 
Sheriff's office and delivered to the witnesses 
who were served, were so filled out that 


a witness is apt to think the case was set for 
December 30 instead of December 3 and fail to 
appear in courtonthe day of the trial. In 
fact there appeared to be an attempt to wear 
out the prosecution in the case and throw all 
sorts of stumbling blocks in its way. 
THERE WERE TWO CASES 

of grand larceny in the Criminal Court against 
Norman. Both cases were called yesterday 
and the second case, in which he was accused 
of stealing an overcoat valued at $35 from 
Joseph Samuels, was placed on trial. The 
State’s witnesses, four in number, had all 
been personally served, and were present in 
court to give their . testimony. Samuels 
is the jewelry salesman who 
was placed in 2 on a charge of embezzling 
$2,700 worth of goods from his employers. 
One day his overcoat was stolen out of his 
cell. A bundle had been passed out to Nor- 
man’s wife, and the jail guards went to her 
house and found the overcoat there. Norman 
bad passed out the coat to his wife through 
the screen in a basket. These facts were all 
brought out by the State’s witnesses. 

The defense was that the coat wat stolen by 
Samuel Jacobson and a prisoner named Seigei, 
who were then prisoners in jail and are now 
serving terms in the penitentiary. Norman 
testified that Jacobson, who was then under 
sentence to go tothe penitentiary, told him 
that he had an overcoat which he wouid like 
to sell, as he would have no use forit in the 
penitentiary. Jacobson asked Norman to 
pases it out to his (Norman’s) wife, and bave 
her sell it for him. Norman stated that 
he passed out the coat for Jacobson. He never 
knew the latter had stolen the coat. Samuels 
told him afterward that 

JACOBSON HAD CONFESSED 

to him that he had stolen the coat and the 
prosecuting witness had also stated that he 
would not prosecute the case. A number of 

risoners corroborated Norman’s testimony 
n parts. Some saw Seigel with the coat and 
others testified that Jacobson had admitted 
the theft to them. Still others 
overheard the conversation between Norman 
and Jacobson in which the latter had 
asked the tormer to pass out the coat. Sam- 
uels himself, when placed on the stand to 
rebut the testimony given by Norman that he 
(Samuels) had stated that he did not want to 
prosecute the defendant because Jacobson 
nad admitted to him having gtolen the coat, 
did not deny, but affirmed orman’s state- 
ment. Samuels testified that Jacobson did ad- 
mit to him that he stole the coat because he 
needed money and Samuels also said that he 
pee told Norman he did not want to prosecute 

m, 

After fifteen minutes, argument ou either 
side the case went to the jury, and in about 
five minutes they returned a verdict of guilty 
and fixed Norman’s punishment at two years 
in the penitentiary. It was quite a surprise 
to him, as he was confident he would be ac- 

meee. having made outa very strong de- 
ense. 

The case in which he was accused of steal- 
ing from J. J. McNally had been passed down 
until afternoon. Mrs. McGowan, the absent 
Witness, is the most important witness for the 

rosecution, andthe State would not go to

Horrible Story Told by a Man Found Dying 
by the Roadside. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 7.—W. W. Young, 
a farmer, came into town yesterday 
with a man in his wagon whom he had found 
eight miles fromthe city lying senseless on 
the road.
